REBATES ARE ILLEGAL IN ILLINOIS. 


Judge Gresham Gods to the Root of 
Another Railroad Abuse. 


A important decision was rendered 
be . by Judge Gresham in the Central 
Iowa Railroad foreclosure case. A year or 
two ago Bartlett & Co., extensive grain ship- 
pers, made a contract in Iowa with the Cen- 
tral Iowa Railroad for certain rebates on 
their shipmeuts. When the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings were begun they had a claim of 
some $3,000 for such rebates and filed an in- 
tervening petition to have the receiver of the 
road directed to pay it out of the proceeds of 
a sale and as against the mortgagees. The 
Judge refused to allow it on the ground that 
the statutes of [Illinois prohibit dis- 
crimination by railroads in this or 
any other way. Though. the contract 
was made in lewa it was wt 
ve. enforced — — 4 cre mae 
illegal under the law, no ma made. 
Alth the case was expressly based on the 
Illinois law, yet it seems the principle of the 
a ty of rebates can be sustained under 
the common law irrespective of statutory 
provisions. As far as known this question 
has never been decided before. 

This decision will seriously affect every 
railroad in this State. The railroad man- 
agers heid that the Inter-State law prohibit- 
ing the payment of rebates, etc., did not ap- 
ply to State traffic, and consequently the sys- 
tem of paying rebates, drawbacks, etc., on 
freight rates between points in this State bas 
never been stopped. wing to the present 
rate-war betwcen the various hi 
has forced rates down to very 
but few roads in the State are 
rebates; but that is simply because they car- 
not afford it. The system would have flour- 
ished as much as ever as soon as rates could 
have been advanced to higher figures had not 
Judge Gresham by his timely decision put an 
end to the nefarious practice.

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MR. BRISTOL'S DISCOVERY. 


IT WAS RALEIGH, NOT BACON, WHO 
WROTE SHAKSPEARE, 


The Rev. Frank M. Bristol Says that Mr. 
Donnelly Has Arrived At an us 
Conclusion—The Cipher Is Right, but It

SUSPECTED OF MURDERING HADDOCK. 


A Mysterious Bohemian Claims that Sioux 
City Officers Want Him. 

Cepar Raprips, Ia., Jan. 25.—[Special.]— 
Something of a sensation was created here 
today by the finding of a. man behind a lum- 
ber-yard in the business part of the city with 
a great gash in his throat and anotner in his 
left wrist, from both of which wounds blood 


He was taken to the 
hospital, and after his wounds were dressed 
gave his nameas Wencil Cerney of Dakota. 
He is a Bohemian and talked through an in- 
terpreter. Cerney claims he wis at Sioux 
City and was accused of being the 
murderer’ of Haddoc and was told 
he would be lynched. immediately left 
the city and started for Chicago. He said he 
did not want his relatives to know that he 
had been suspected of the Haddock murder, 
and preferred to die. “He told the policeman 
he would rather have him shoot him and fin- 
ish him than to try to keep him alive. A 
memorandum-book was found on his person 
which shows that he had been working as a 
carpenter at Scotland, Dak. After the phy- 
sicians had cared for him and pronounced 
him not insane they tri to misiead him by 
saying, Keep quiet. The officers have 
found the man they wanted at Sioux City.” 
Cerney insisted that they have not founda 
him yet. After finding that he had a chance 
to recover he absolutely refused to talk about 
the Haddock murder. Itis believed that he 
had something to do with it.

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 
Vietims of Dynamite—Details of a Penn- 
sylvania Horror. 

JENKINTOWN, Pa., Jan. W.— A terrific ex- 
plosion, the effects of which were zelt for 
miles around, occurred about 10 o’clock this 
morning at the dynamite factory at Bethay- 
er's Station, a few miles above here. on the 
North Penn Railroad.

Arrangements to Encourage Trade by Send- 
ing Out Quotations—The Bookmakers’ 
Alliance Still Finding Enemies—Wed- 
dings in the Great Metropolis—Annual 
Report of the Delaware & Hudson

Ferryboat. 

New York, Jan. 25.—[Special.]—The Prod- 
uce Exchange Committee on Information and 


Statistics today took action that looks like 


the beginning of hostilities with the Chicago 
Board of Trade. A special committee was di- 
rected to devise ways and means for supply- 
ing all important cities in the West and 
South with instantaneous quotations trom 
the New York Produce Exchange. The 
prepondering influence of the 

Board of: Trade is ascribed to the thorough- 
ness with which its dealings are reported. 
At first its quotations were supplied at the 
expense of the members, but now they yield 
a profit, besides bringing an immense 
amount of business. The New York com- 
mittee will proceed with the expectation of 
furnishing the Produce Exchange figures 
gratuitously. Many merchants and spec- 
ulators in interior cities have been 
asked why they do not deal n New 
York, and they have generally replied 
that they would trade here if kept informed 
of the prices ruling. It is further proposed 
to establish atelegraphic circuit connecting 
the Produce Exchange with Duluth, Minne- 
avolis, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, and all the other important trading 
points, so that business may be done with 
them without the intervention of Chicago. 
As it is now the quotations from the cities 
mentioned comein only at intervals of twenty 
or thirty minutes, and for trading purposes 
are useless.

A NARROW ESCAPE.

Her son, with whom she lived 
in Dubuque, Ia., told her some time ago that 
an uncle of his in Germany had died and left 
him a legacy amounting to about $5,000, and 
as he was an invalid he wanted his mother 
to go over and get the money. Mrs. Lauber 
went, but learned that the uncle had not died, 
and that consequently there was no legacy. 
Her brother paid her fare back, and, when 
she landed at Castle Garden, as she was with- 
out money, word was sent to her son in Du- 
buque, who replied-that the old woman was 
a fool and refused to help her.

THE JERKYL ISLAND CLUB. 


A Spot Where Wealthy Northerners Find 
Winter Enjoyment. 

Brunswick, Ga., Jan. 21.—Jerkyl Island 1s 
rapidly becoming a place of beauty. It is 
owned by a party of gentlemen who are mem- 
bers of the New York Yacht Club, and it is 
being prepared for the winter resort of the 
club. The purchase of the island was made 
about two years ago, and the work of im- 
proving it was begun almost immediately. 
There was so much to be done, however, 
that it will be years before vill be in all 
respects satisfactory to its owners. Many 
thousands of dollars have already been spent 
upon it, and the plans call for many thou- 


sands more. 
Jerky! Island is about four miles off the 
mouth of the Altamaha River and is about 


eight miles long and from two to four miles 


wide. It is one of the many lovely islands 
which lie off the coast between the mouths 
of the Savannah and St. John’s Rivers. Itis 
not far from the prosperous little City of 
Brunswick, and the communication with 
that city is quite regular aad frequent. It 
was purchased by a gentleman who had 
spent the greater portion of his life upon it, 
and who after the war did not do much in 
the way of cultivating it, but devoted most 
of his time to hunting. He was glad to part 
with it for the very handsome sum which he 
received. 

The attractions of the island are many. 
Its climate is superb in winter, ana even in 
summer the sea breezes make it a delightful 
resort. It soil, thourh light, is very pro- 
ductive, and early vegetables and sub-trop- 
ical fruits are grown with great success. 
Portions of it are densely wooded, the un- 
dergrowth affording abundant hiding-places 
for game. It has an excellent harbor, which 
affords a safe anchorage for vessels drawing 
a great deal more water than any of the yacht 
club’s fleet. The bay abounds in fish of the 
finest kind, and there is no season of the 
year in which they cannot be caught im any 
quantity with hook and line. 

The plans for the improvement of the 
island are extensive. They include the lay- 
ing out of parks, the construction of road- 
ways for drives, the building of cottages for 
members of the ciub, the pianting of orange 
groves and flower gardens, and the opening 
of several small tarms for the cultivation of 
early vegetablés. When they are completed 
the island wil rival the one in the Ohio 
River that was owned by Blennerhassett and 
made famous by Wirt's eloquence in the trial 
of Aaron Burr. 

A great many improvements have already 
been made. The cilub-house was completed 
several months ago and is ready for ovccupa- 
‘tion, It is a very handsome building, bein 
modern in the style of its architecture. It 
contains a magnificent dining-hall, a splen- 
did baliroom, and t a dozen sleepin 
apartments. There isa very pretty billiard- 
room and a bowling-aliey. Everything about 
the building indicates that expense was not 
a consideration, for the best materials are 
used in both the construction and the decora- 
tions. It is not intended, of course, that the 
members of the club shall have a residence 
in the club-house. They are to reside for the 
most part 
who will not remain atthe island at any one 
time long enough to justify the building ofa 
cot and the sleeping apartments in the 
club-house are for their aecommodation. 

Twelve cottages are néw in course of con- 
struction, and others are projected. A great 
deal of money will be spert upon them, as it 
is the 3 of their owners to make them 
their homes for the winter season. They 
will be surrounded with pretty flower gar- 
dens, and stabiés wl be attached to them. 
Some of them will lookout upon the se 
and others upon the bay. The foregroun 
will be water and the background pine for- 
est. The roar of the sea breaking upon the 
beach and sighing of the winds through 
the pines e music day and night. 

The readways that are being construct- 
ed make splendid drives; They are quite 
wide, and are being macadamized with 
shelis brought in sailizg vessels from 
a distance. The work upon the roads 
is being pushed forward mpidly under the 
direction of a capable superintendent. In 
afew months it will be possible to enjoy a 
drive of many miles, and it will be by no 
means a monotonous drive. There will be no 
grand scenery, of course, but here and there 
glimpses of the sea will be obtained and deer, 
wild turkeys, and partridges will attract at- 
tention in the forest. 

The club men expect te spend much of 
their time in fishing and hunting. Soon after 
the island was purchased all the hogs, goats, 
horses, and cows were removed and it was 
stocked with deer, vartridges, and wild tur- 
keys, and all nave increased greatly. Addi- 
tions to those already there are — 9 made 
as fast as they can be obtained, and hunters 
and trappers are reaping quite a harvest by 
= — and birds that are wanted for the 
sland. 

Members of the yacht club, with their 
achts, will soon begin to gather at the 
sland. A few are already there. When the 

improvements are completed the island will 
witness a notable gathering every year. The 
time will be spent in hunting and fishing dur- 
ing the day and in social amusements during 
the evening. Excursign will be made to 
other islands—St. 81 8, Cumberland, and 
Wolf—and to the town and cities along the 
coast. On Cumberfind island, Andrew 
Carnegie, the miliionsire iron-manufacturer 
of Pittsburg, has a plsce called Dungenness. 
The house is built of granit, and cost a quarter 
of a million of dollars. In a few years all the 
lovely sea islands will be utilized for winter 
resorts. Hotels are bei built upon them 
now, and the wealthy of the North and West 
will seek them to escape the rigors of their 
winters. Buton the Southern coast there 
will be no more charming place than Jerky! 
Island, the winter home of the New York 
Yacht Club. 


SOME SENSIBLE WOOL-GROWERS. 


Cheap Land in the West Hurts the Sheep 
Men of Indians and Ohio. 

InpranaPouis, Ind., Jan. 25.—[{Special.]— 
At the meeting of the Indiana Wool-Grow- 
ers’ Association today a spirited discussion 
occurred on the tarif. The Committee on 
Resolutions reported a preamble and resolu- 
tions declaring that tle reduction of 1883 
caused a decrease in floks and demanding a 
duty on raw and manufactured wool for the 
protection and grawth of American indus- 
tries. D. L. Thomas of Rus 
ville called attention to a misstatement 
in the preamble. He said he was 
nota free-trader, but te believed that the 
tariff on wool is harmful to the wool inter- 
ests. He cited from figures in hand taken 
from the reports of the State Statistician 
that the reduction of tae tiock interest is not 
due to the tariff, nér has there been a de- 
crease in price due tothe tariff. In 1883 the 
sheep in Indiana numbered 1,064,763; in that 
year the tariff on wool was lowered, and in 
the following year tie number of sheep re- 
ported was L055, 122, while in 1885 the number 
was 1,060,802, or 5.00% more than before the 
tariff was lowered. Since that year there 
has been a decrease, owing probably to the 
transter of the shee} interests to Western 
and cheaper lands. un Ohio im 1870, under a 
high tariff, the number of sheep was 4,928,635. 
In 1880, still a high tariff, the number was 
25,000 less than in 1876 Charies M. Howland 
of this county held that the way to encourage 
manufacturers is to tupply an abundance of 
raw material.

An article was published 
in the News and Courier — warning 
negroes that there is danger ot their being 
sold into slavery if they go to South America. 
The article says: 

Slaves sell in the market in Brazil for about 
$300. It is estimated that hundreds of thousands 
of colored people will join the exodus, and that 
the Exodus Association represents a capital of 
$2,000,000. f 500,000 colored people join the 
exodus, and if these emigrants are sold at an 
average price of $300 a head, the Exodus Asso- 
ciation would make 88. 000, 0% on its original in- 
vestment. 

A good many negroes here read the news- 
papers, and this article has created a sensa- 
tion. Itis rumored that agents of the al- 
leged association are already here and are 
in consultation with some of the colored 
preachers. . 

PirtspurG, Pa., Jan. 25.—A meeting of 
prominent colored citizens was held here last 
night to take action in regard to a National 
convention to be held in Washington City to 
urge a National emancipation holiday. An 
address was adopted which will be sent to all 
parts of the country urging colored people to 
unite in the movement so that the conven- 
tion can be held next Fourth of July.

PERVERTING BLAINE’S LANGUAGE ON 
: TARIFF REDUCTION, 

Staggered by Tun Trisune’s reproduction 
of the overlooked parts of Mr. Blaine's Paris 
interview—the portions in which he carefully 
qualified his general utterances by announ- 
cing himself in favor of a reduction of the 
surplus and sich a reform of the tariff as 
would be necessary to secure that end—the 
Chicago robber trust organ over the way 
labors to pervert the language which it can- 
notdeny.

without sustaining any loss. Moreover, 
as goods are cheapened the demand will be 
increased and the market extended. Free 
raw material is a great benefit poth to the 
manufacturer and the consumer. Changes 
im this direction will not reduce protection, 
but “ wisely foster it” and cheapen products 
to the consumers at the same time, as Mr. 
Blaine so significantly said. 


| Rejecting tne horizontal reduction scheme 


and favoring discriminating reductions ‘‘here 
and there’’—wherever they could be safely 
made—Mr. Blaine still further emphasized and 
elucidated his position when he said: Four 
years ago, in the act of 1883, we made changes of the 
character I have tried to indicate.” Nothing 
could be more explicit than this. The Re- 
publican Tariff Commussion of 1883 rejected 
the horizontal reduction scheme, and instead 
went carefully over the tariff, picking out 
“here and there the several hundred duties 
that could be lowered with advantage to con- 
sumers and without crippling manufacturers. 
The average raducuon it proposed would 
amount to 20 percent. The beneficial and 
prudent reform 80 proposed was defeated 
in part by Sam Randall and his cohort 
of forty wi ‘otectionist Democrats 
allied with the Republican representatives 
of the Eastern mill and factory bosses under 
Pig-Iron Kelley. Nevertheless, the Western 
Republicans, although compelied to give up 
the 20 per cent reduction, got through a 7 per 
cent reduction, effected not. by a horizontal 
cut but according to the discriminating pol- 
icy favored by the commission and now ap- 
proved by Mr. Blaine. The reductions wore 
considerable. The outrageous duty on wrap- 
page, boxes, bales, etc., of every character 
was swept away, and the practice of reckon- 
‘ing drayage, dockage, and commissions as 
part of the value of imports was also abol- 
ished. Duties on certain grades of sugar 
were lowered from two and one-half cents to 
one and four-tenths cents per pound. Some 
grades of silk were reduced from 60 to 50 per 
cent. Steel rails were reduced from $28 to 
$17 per ton, and the duty on coal from $1.25 
to 7% cents. The duty on iron-ore was low- 
ered 50 per cent per ton. Additions were 
made to the free list. The tax on several 
hundred articles was reduced more or less. 
The only fault ever found by the Western 
Republicans with this revision was that it 
did not go half tar tnough, and that the 
original plan of the Arthur Republican com- 
mission had been defeated by Sam Randall's 
high-tarif! Democrats. _.

before his death, stated in an interview that 
while he was in favor of the enforcementof the 
Prohibition law in the anti-Prohibition cities

Senator Frye’s assurance in attributing all 
blessings as well as all progress to the tariff 
while denying inventors the slightest degree 
of credit is quite remarkable, He affirms

OFF TO CANADA AGAIN. 

The revelations which have attended the 
failure of the First National Bank of Au- 
burn, N. V., adorn the tale with a doubly- 
pointed moral. The failure was due to a 
heavy defalcation cn the part of the cashier, 
who is now in Canada, safe from any penalty 
attaching to his criminality and free to enjoy 
the fruits of his thieygery, for thievery is the 
real term which should be applied to the of- 
tense he has committed. The crime itself 
appears to have been as carefully organized 
as that of the cracksman who breaks into a 
bank safe or the thief who steals from a 
business house. In this case, however, the 
cashier and his guilty associate had a great 
advantage over any jrofessional thief in 
thoroughiy knowing the premises, having 
control of the plunder, and enjoying the con- 
fidence of the ownem to a remarkable 
extent, as the sequel will show. The cashier 
and bookkeeper were incollusion and ran the 
bank to suit themselves and with satisfaction 
to the careless directors. To promote their 
scheme of robbery, which must have been 
going on for some time, they kept two sets 
of books. One of them was for the inspec- 
tion of the directors and it goes without 
saying that it was always found to be 
correct. The other tet was for themselves, 
and though they did not agree each with the 
other the latter was satisfactory to the two 
comspirators, though there was a disparity of 
$200,000 between them in their favor and as 
against the aepositom of the bank, includ- 
ing all the public iastitutions of the city. 
That two sharp-witted bank employés hav- 
ing absolute control of the books and the 
funds, with all the modern facilities for con- 
cealing the true condijion of things, sho 
be able to impose upon the directors is 
not remarkabie, perhaps; for, as language 
was made to conceal ideas, so a learned 
Judge recently remarked that double-entry 
Yookkeeping could be mide to conceal! the real 
accounts of a bank when properly manipu- 
lated. Butin this case the directors had aclew 
which ought to have amused suspicion and 
induced watchfuiness, br it is now charged 
that the cashier had! teen gambling. The 
directors, however, did jot seem to think it 
their duty to look any nore closely into af- 
fairs on that account, and so the stealing 
went on until it was time for the Bank Ex- 
aminer to come, and thon the conspirators 
fied to avoid the expomre which would be 
sure to follow. Certain there appears to 
be @ moral in ail this for tank directors.

Between Con- 
gressmen too busy with politics to attend to 
extradition and directors who do not direct 
some cashiers are having an easy and some 
depositors an uneasy time of it. 


A Scientific Mare’s-Nest. 

Golden Days notes the fact that the month of 
February, 1866, had no full moon, while January 
had two and so had March. It adds that this is 
such a rare thing that it had not previously oc- 
curred ‘* since the ume of Washington, nor since 
the discovery of America, nor since the begin- 
ning of the Christian era, nor since the creation 
of the world, And it will not oceur again, se- 
cording to the computation of astronomers, for 
ho long do you think?—two and a half million 
years !"’ 

It would be very wonderful if it were true, but 
unfortunately it is not. There was no full moon 
in February, 1847. Neither was there one during 
that month in 1828,in any part of the United 
States, but one occurred at 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing of Feb, im England, which was before mid- 
night of the last day of January in this country. 
In 1809 there was no full moon during February, 
either in Europe or America. In 178 the 
moon was full at 7 minutes before midaight of 
the last day of February, Chicago-standard time, 
but it was then the morning of March 1 in Bu- 
rope, and February of that year brought no full 
moon to tne Old World. In 1771 the full 
moons occurred at 7 o'clock in the evening 
of Jan. 0 and 5 o'clock in the morning 
of March 1, both sccording to Greenwich time. 
Also in February, 1385, there was no full moon in 
any part of Europe, but one occurred at 10 
o'clock in the evening of the 28th, Chicago time. 
It is not necessary to examine the record further 
to prove the falsity of the statement copied 
above. Evidently the “astronomers” are not 
the men who have done the figuring on the ques- 
tion, but somebody whose zeal outran his knowl- 
edge, and who found a scientific mare’s-nest 
where he thought he had discovered an interest- 
ing fact.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan, 25.—[Special. ]—Mar- 
shall McDonald, the pewly-appointed United 
States Fish Commissioner, was born in Wind- 
leigh, Va., in 1837. Having received a fine 
collegiate education, he commenced the study 
of medicine, but on the breaking out of the 
late Civil War enlisted in the Confederate 
army and served with Gen. Lee throughout 
it. e returned home after the war and

Prohibition Resolution Passed. 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—In the House this 
afternoon the constitutional prohibition res- 


‘olution was passed to be engrossed, in con- 


currence with the Senate, by a vote of 160 to 
70, with one pair, being six more than the 
necessary two-thirds. An amendment pro- 
sing to substitute the word “ alcoholic ”’ 
or “intoxicating was rejected by a vote of 
88 to 187. The constituwonal amendment 
will have to be passed by a two-thirds vote 
in both branches next year before its submis- 
sion to the people at the polis. 


Pensioning Disabled Confederates. 

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 25.—A bill passed the 
House today providing for the pensioning 
of disabled Confederate soldiers who are un- 
able to work and for the colored servants of 
the same who are similarly situated. The 
question of taxi ruilroads and other cor- 
porations at their actual value and in the 
same proportion as private property is now 
under discussion by the Senate.
